Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. "The proprietary account"(claim 2, 4), "the agency code"(claims 4-6), "posting for 
a proprietary account", "posting in an agency account" (claim 6), lack of antecedent basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 and 7-33 are allowed are allowable over the prior arts of cited record because 
none of the reference taken individually or in combination discloses/teaches the obviousness of 
postin g for display in the market, using a separate quote reflecting at least one of a bid and/or 
offer price for the security to reflect a customer order or interest.
